OCEAN FRONTAGE MIX-UP. 


Santa Monica City Council Receives 


Petition Advising Purchase of the 
Property. 
SANTA MONICA, Sept. 13. — The 
matter of the private ownerwhip of the 
ocean frontage of the city reached the 
City Council tonight in the form of a 


,| petition. This contained the names of 


118 property owners and reprerented a 


property valuation of several hundred 


thousand dollars. The signers repre- 
sented to the Council that they are the 
Owners of property along the beach 
front or adjacent to it, and that at the 


time of purchase by them it was the 


general understanding that the portion 
of the ocean beach lying between the 
sidewalk and the sea from the roller 
north to the Hollisteravenue 
pier belonged to the city of Santa 
Monica and had been dediesited for 
public use or for park purposes. The 

itioners state that it was their un- 

rsetanding that 500 feet of the front- 
tely north the coaster 
and 390 feet lying just south of the 
Hollister pier is owned or claimed by 
private parties, who are about to erect 
buildings on it. The contention is that 
one of the principal elements of vaive 
of beach property | in the fact that 
it is adjacent to an ocean beach, 


and that that value would of necessity 


deteriorate if the open beach were cut 
off. The petition carried the sugges- 
tion that if the frontage property can 


be acquired by the city it should be 
done 


before any improvements are 
placed upon it, as such would neces- 
sarily add to the cost of the property. 


'The petitioners state their belief that 


it would be to the interest of the city 
to purchase the property in question 


and dedicate it to public ue. 


The matter was tonight referred to 
the committee of the whole. LDater it 
was given consideration by that com- 
mittee and reported “to the , Council, 
which referred it to the City Attorney 
and the Mayor for report. To acquire 
the property by purchase woud mean 
the expenditure of $500,000.
